On “Mondgy next the ratepayers of 
the city will be called upon to endorse 
twenty-three money bylaws, providing 
for the raising of the sum of $706,- 
615. A bylaw granting certain con- 
cessions to the Grand Trunk Pacifle 
in the event of the company erecting 
a hotel costing aproximately $750,- 
000 will also be voled upon, 

The monies derived from the sale of 
debentures, if the bylaws all receive 
the endorsation of the electorate, will 
be used in the purchase of power 
house machinery, extensions to the 
electric light department, purchase of 
a $22,000 site for an armory and drill 
hall, $18,100 for extending warehouse 
and storage yards of the city, $50,000 
for extensions to the street railway sys- 
tem and other civic enterprises, 

Itis generally believed that all of the 
money bylaws will carry but some 
doubt has arisen as to the ong respect- 
ing the Grand Trunk Pacifie railway. 
The hotelmen especially are up in arms, 
considering it inadivisable to grant any- 
Thing in the-‘nature of a bonus to a ho- 
tel company in that. other hotels of the 
city havé- not‘asked for or received any 
concessions. ;

Plans Working to Instal System 
on Jasper Avenue and 
Other Streets. 


Following out the systems adopted 
in eastern centres, Supt. Orm- 
sby, of the electric light ‘department, 
this morning submitted @ plan to the 
cily commissioners, which, if adopted, 
will make Edmonton one of the best 
and most attractively lighted cities in 
the Dominion. 

The superintendent's | plan- provides 
for the installation of ornamental iron 
poles on Jasper, First and other promi- 
nent streets in the cily, each pole bear- 
ing a cluster of multiple series of 
Tungsten lamps. All of the wiring 
in conneotion with the installation of 
this system would be underground, es- 
pee oiy in the centre of the city. 

The superintendent also proposes to 
install a new system of are lights, each 
being of 1300 candle power as com- 
pared with the present ares of 800 
candle power on Kinistino, MeDougall | 
Queens, Fraser and other streets, as 
well. as fifty additionalare Jamps of the 
type now in use. The entire scheme 
would call for the installation of ap- 
proximately 125 new are lights as well 
as eizht-five ornamental iron poles as 
mentioned above, The poles, which 
the superintendent will recommend the 
city purchase will gost aproximately 
$85 each, while the lolal cost of the 
venture wil be in the vicinity of $10,- 
000.

Municipal 
Home Rule in 


State of Oregon 


In the’state of Oregon, which state is generally admitted to have 
the most advanced legislation in the United States, they have a Sys- 
tem of civic home rule which allows a city to amend its charter by 
the mere process of passing the amendment by a majority vote. 

When a city in Oregon finds itself in the position which the city 
of Edmonton is finding itself, that of having a charter which is in 
some respects unworkable, a simple bylaw which rectifies the error 
is all that is needed to make it right. 

In sAlberta the cities have to go to the legislature for their char- 
ters and their amendments. Between sessions no amendments can 
be granted, no matter what the cost to the city maybe. 

Should it be proven by some bright legal light that there is a 
flaw in the charter which robs the mayor and the city council of 
powers, the city would be without government until the amendment 
could be secured, and the city’s interests would go to pot. 

The Oregon sysem has advantages over the Alberta system 
which are manifest on the face.
